RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT

According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document Bl 
discloses in paragraphs [0020]-[0024] a wireless communication system, wherein; the mobile 
station already knows the slots to which the control information is sent in advance; the base 
station transmits the control information showing with which slots among said slots for 
control information the broadcasting data is transmitted, and when it broadcasts information 
to multiple mobile stations; the mobile stations which receive said control information 
receive said broadcasting data with the slots specified by said control information. 

As noted, the characterizations of the Japanese Patent Office noted above are based 
on an English translation obtained by Applicant's representative. The disclosure of these 
characterizations should not be construed as an admission of or agreement with the opinions 
expressed in the Japanese Office Action.
